that seVeral of the charges exhibited against ap 
tain Ferris, were of a date anterior to the date 
of captain Ferris’s commission; and that the 
ninth, tenth, and eleventh charges, in his opin- 
ion, were not welt supported by evidence—all o1 
which will more particularly appear from the re- 
port of the adjutant-general. ; 

It further appears to the committee, that the 
memoralist, David Ferms, has charged the com- 
niander in chief with feving the proceedings of 
the court of enquiry before the eouncil of ap- 
pointigent, last winter, for the purpose of having 
him removed from office. , 

On this charge, the committee have examin- 
ed three of the late members of the honorable 
the council of appointment, whose depositions 
are hereunto annexed. 

It further appears to the committee, by a me- 
morial, dated January 23d, 18U9, that captain 
Ferris did apply to the commander in chief, and 
requested him to cirect the brigadicr-general of 
his brigade to appoint or order a court-martial 
for his trial, on the ninth, tenth, and eleventh 
charges, to the end, that if he was guilty, the 
lawful tribunal might punish him.

It further appears to the committee, by the 
proceedings of the court-martial, dated the 18th 
of October, I8U9, that the court did meet, m 
the county of Westchester, in pursuance of said 
order ; afid by the sentence of said court, eap- 
tain Ferris was acquitted, as no evidence appear- 
ed against him. 

It further appears to the committee, that the 
commander in chief did, by general orders, dated 
on the 28th of October, 1809, direct the afore- 
said court-martial to re-assemble in the city of 
New-York, on the 28th of November, 1809, for 
the purpose of re-considering the former deci- 
sion of tlre court. 

‘fhe court-martial re-assembled in pursuance 
of the aforesaid order, and decided, as the opin- 
ion of the court, “ thatthe general orders, of the 
28th of October last, are neither orders approv- 
ing nor disapproving of the decision made by 
the court on the 18th of October last; and the 
fifteen days allowed by law for such approbation 
or disapprobation having elapsed without the 
exercise of this power by the commander in 
chief, the court was also of opinion, that the de- 
cision made on the 18th of October last, had be- 
come absolute and final, and that captain Ferris 
had thereby acquired a right under the statute, 
of which right this court cannot divest him.” 

It further appears to the committee, that the 
commander in chief did issue general orders, 
dated 30th of November, 1809, whereby it ap- 
pears, that captain Ferris was discharged from 
his arrest; but that the said captain Terris 
should not resume the command of his compa- 
nv until further general orders to that effect— 
all of which will more fully appear from the or- 
der hereunto annexed. 

The committee have also examined the adju- 
tant-general on the matter set forth in the me- 
morial. His testimony in relation thereto is al- 
so annexed. All of which is respecttully sub- 
mitted to the house. 

Getteral Alexander Rea, on being asked 
whether he knew how the papers relating to the 





court of enquiry came before the council, an- 
swered—he cid not know; but on a certain day 
on the rising of the council, he did take those 
papers to his lodgings, at the request of the gov- 
ernor; and on returning the papers he stated, 
that he was doubtful as to the propriety of con- 
tinuing captain Ferris in office. He further 
says, that on a subsequent conversation with 
the governor, the governor appeared to be of o- 
pinion, that it would be most proper to have 
captain Ferris tried by a court-martial. 

General Rea, on being’ asked whether he had 
seen the original complaint, containing the 
charges against captain Ferris, answered, that 
the impression on his mind is, that’ the charges 
Were not specified. Ceoneral Rea, om DeINg’ ask- 
ed whether the report of the adjutant-general, 
on the case of captain Ferris, was with the pa- 
pers which he had examined, replied, that it 
was, and that the council made no formal pro- 
ceedings on the documents alladed to.

The adjutant-general, to whom was reterrea 
the proceedings of the court of enquiry, on the 
charges exhibited by major Richard Wérd, a- 
gainst captain David Ferris, 
Respectfully reports : ; 
That he has perused attentively, and deliber- 
ately considered the proceedings of the said 
court ; that in his opinion, the evidence produ- 
ced before it fully warrants the result which the 
said court has reported to your excellency on 
the several charges therein referred to, except- 
ing the 9th, 19th, and Ith charges; that the 
+ adjutant-general, cannot forbear on this occasion, 
to bear the most unequivocal testimony against 
the exhibition of such charges before « military 
tribunal, inasmuch as they are generally of civil 
cognizance, and some of them are of a date an- 
terior to the appointment of captain Ferris.— 
That in the opinion of the adjutant-general, such 
a course of proceeding is repugnant to the spirit 
of a republican government, calculated to pro- 
duce collision between the civiland military tri- 
bunals of the state, and exposes the office rs of 
the militia, net only to a double responsibility 
for the same offence, but renders them hable to 
be called upon to answer in a military capacity 
for offences which they may have committed be- 
fore their appointments to office. Ft will, how- 
ever, be distinctly uaderstood by your excelien- 
cy, that the adjutani-general has no allusion m 
the foregoing remarks to the general order tor 
instituting the aforesaid court ; because, when 
that issued, no detailed statement of facts had 
been produced, nor were the dates of the cdar- 
ges against captain Ferris properly canvassed. 

That the testimony exhibited before the said 
court against captain Ferris, carries with it 
strong marks of uawarrantable and malicious 
conduct on the part of the’prosecutor, and sever- 
al of the witnesses ; that the evidence in support 
of the 9th, 10th, and 11th charges is’ not suffi- 
ciently full and satisfactory to sustain those char- 
ges, inasmuch as the nature and degree of the 
disability of Alfred Livingston therein named, ts 
not particularly specified, nor does it appear 
from any part of the said evidence, that such 
disability was permanent, or continued when he 
was required by captain Ferris to perform mili- 
tia cuty—and therefore, the adjutant-gereral 
conceives, that the censure conveyed by the re- 
port of the said court on captain Ferris, for al- 
ledged oppressive conduct towards the said Al- 
fred Livingston, is tymerited ; and that neither 
of the three last mentioned charges stand prop- 
erly supported. 

That although it 3 highly proper, and may be 
productive of salutary consequences, to hold mi- 
litia officers to a strict sccount for unworthy 
conduct; it is no tess important to look with a 
benignant eye on their official transactions, when 
dictated by a laudable zesl to prevent evasions 
and enforce submission tc the militia law; be- 
cause, acontrary course would lead to continual 
bickeringss hatuween the ofReere and Nrivatacy 
damp the ardor of the former, and relax their 
exertions to introduce discipline and subordina- 
tion in the militia. 

Upon the whole, the adjutant-general is of 0- 
pinion, that captain Ferris, as weil by reasgn of 
his respectable standing as an officer, whieh is 
proven by unquestionable evidence, as for the 
other reasons above set forth, ought to be exon- 
erated from all the charges exhibited against 
him by major Ward.

The preceedings of the second meeting of the 
court-martial for the trialof Captain David Fer. 
ris having been reportedto the commander in 
chief, on Tuesday, the tventy-first instant, and 
he having duly considered the same, feels it in- 
cumbent upon him to assgn, in orders, the rea- 
sons which have constrained him to disappreve, 
not otily the decision made by the said court on 
the ninth instant, but also its determination on 
the eighteenth day of October. 

In doing this he is persuaded the members of 
the court will duly appreciate Ins motives, which 
arise from a sense of duty, xnd in justification of 
an honest difference fron them in opinion ; and 
that this course will be regarded as perfectly 
consistent with the sentiments of confidence and 
respect which he entertains for all the members 
of the court. 

In the excreise of they discretion on the eigh- 
teenth day of October, the commander im chicf 
feels persuaded that the cause cited as the in- 
cucement to that decision was wholly irrelevant, 
and bore no resemblance tothe case dren before 
them; and he will adver to a few of the circum. 
stances which constitute the inappticability of 
Powlett’s case. 

I. ‘That was a naval court-martial, the officers 
composing which were in actual. service. The 
adjournment solicited was to obtain the atten- 
dance of witnesses beyond sea, the period of 
whose return’ was whdly uncertain, and there- 
fore the adjournment rust have been toa re- 
mote period, and the public service, in the mean 
time, might have been prejudiced:by thie deten- 
tion therefrom, of the high and respectable offi- 
cers who composed the court. 

if. ‘Phe charges were, in that case, exhibited 
by an individeal who had been previously arrest- 
ed and convicted upon charges p nted against 
him by Capt. Powlett ; from whiclrfact the court 
might reasonably presume that the charges be- 
fore them arose from a disposition to retaliate, 
or from malicteus motives. 

NL The apptication for postpenement, in that 
case, Was to a remote and uncertain period, and 
neither stated that any measures had been taken 
to prevent the witnesses from departing, nor dis- 
closed their names or aember, tor the places to

It did not 
appear possible to assign a remote day at which 
those witnesses would »e more likely to attend ; 
and therefore it was deemed not reasonable to 
put off the trial to a distant and uncertain dav.

LV. By the laws of this state the judge advo- 
cate is to be apesinted by the court-martial. It 
is, therefore, impossible ter the officer who or- 
ganizes the court to recognize ayy. person as 
judge advocate until after the court have con- 
Vened and appointed one, and the person so ap- 
pointed has accepted the trust; and of course 
no preparatory interview or consultation can be 
had. A reasonable opportunity of making him- 
self acquainted with the case which he is to 
manage, ought therefore, and especially in cases 
where there is no private accuser, to be afford. 
ed tothe judge advocate. 

It will be observed that from the manner in 
which these charges came before the court, and 
the manner of constitaling a judge advocate, 
there is but one alternative to prevent an invari- 
able acquittal in the like cases, xccording’ to 
the precedent established ; and that is for the 
officer appointing the court to combine the char- 
acter of individual accuser with his official func- 
tions, and previousty to the first meeting of the 
court to examine and subpoena witnesses, and 
perform alt the other ottices incident to private 
accuser and fudge advocate ; which, m the o- 
pinion of the commander in chief, would be un- 
dignified and improper, and lead to prep»sses- 
sions and prejudices untavourable to an impar- 
tial review ot, and decision upon, the proceed- 
ings of the court when reported to him; and he 
is, therefore, clearly of opinion, that in such ca- 
ses the court-martial ought to indulge the judge 
advocate with sufficient and reasonable time to 
notify the officer, who has organized thie court, 
ot his appointment. One day would have been 
ample in the present case for that purpose. Of 
the vicinity of tle commander in chief and ad- 
jutant- general to the meeting of the court-mar- 
tial no doubt could have been entertained, be- 
cause on the very day of their meeting general 
orders were issued authorising the court to ad- 
journ to another day, which orders were issued 
on the application of the president, and obtained 
by a member of the court, It may be fairly 
concluded that those orders increased the ex- 
pectations of the commander in chief of an ad- 
journment of the court for the purpose of giving 
hiny atv opportunity of knowing who the judge 
advocate was. 

If any affidavit of the materiality of witnesses 
should be suggested, it may be remarked, that 
iy cases resulung trom the report of a court of 
inquiry, no one except the officer issuing the or- 
der, or tue Judge advoeute, can be officially cal- 
led upon to m.ke it; and this would be futile, 
since their belicf of materiality must result frem 
tue proceedings of the court of enquiry, and that 
very evidence is here furnished to the court- 
martial by the orders creating it. 

The commander in chief couid not, therefore, 
approve of the proceedinys of the court-martial 
ou the eighteenth day of October last. His rea- 
sons for disapproving of the proceedings which 
took place at the meeting of the said court on 
the nnth day of November instant, will now be 
assigned. 

tnasmuch as the general orders, referring the 
first determination back to the court-martial, 
wore ivcued within fifteen days after their pro- 
ceedings were reported to the comimanger in 
chief, he entertains an opinion that the question 
agitated before the court, and upon which they 
decided, could not arise at that time, whether 
the orders remitting the proveedings amounted 
to adisapproval or not. ‘The court must be 
deemed still in possession of the said proceed- 
ings under a course of review and reconsidera- 
tion, and therefore the provisions of the statute 
could not apply until after those proceedings had 
been, upon such review and reconsideration, dis- 
posed of and reported. But,whether this opinion 
be correct or not, he entertains no doubt that 
these orders were to be received and acted upon 
as orders containing a disapprobation of the tor- 
mer decision. ft cannot be deemed necessary to 
constitute orders of approval or disapproval that 
those express words should be contained in the 
orders. It is abundantly sufficient if they virtu- 
ally and substantially comprise them. Jt is usu- 
al, and certainly the most delicate and respect- 
ful course, to make a request in orders which is 
considered equivalent to, and effectually a com- 
mand. Courts-martial being generally compos- 
ed of officers of respectable standing, of sensibil- 
ity and honour, orders addressed to them should 
be worded in the most delicate and respectful 
terms; and more particularly orders which, but 
for the delicacy of expression, may contain an 
impeachment of their discernment or decisions. 
A contrary course would not only be painfid to 
the officer issuing such orders, but might tend 
to offend or prejudice the members of the court 
so as to preclude an impartial and candid review 
of the point which they had previously decided. 
These considerations, with the advice and ap- 
probation of the adjutant-general and judge ad- 
vocate, operated upon the commander in chief 
to be circumspect and delicate inthe order for 
review and reconsideration; which inducemests 
he is apprehensive were not duly appreciated by 
the court at their last meeting. 

He considers that the inevitable inference 
to be drawn by the court from that order was, 
that he disapproved of their former decision.

Becasse the order referred the court to 
the judge advocate (who is an adjunct and adve- 
ser ofthe court, and appointed by themselves) 
for the views and considerations which madoed 
the commander in chicf to make the request; 
which views and considerations were thy 
sons assigned to him by the commander in chief | 
for his d)sapprobation of the fewer decision, | 
and ought to be taken in Conneetion with, and |

The order, theretore, exereisine an authority | 
which only exists in case of chisapprebaion, 
which would be nygatory and absurd upow any

‘That when the 
court of ingiuiry met, major Ward was requir- 
ed to specity the charges on which Mis com- 
plaints were founded, trom whenee it is ev- 
ident thet ro specific charyes were exhib- 
ited to the conunander in clef by Major 
Ward against captain Perris betore the msti- 
tution of the said court. That major Ward, 
When thereunto afterwards required by the com. 
mandet in chief, specified his charges against 
captain Ferris, of aif which, except the 9th, luc, 
and Lith, he was acquitted by the said court, 
after a full investigation. That the said court 
reported their proceedings and the result there- 
of to the commander in chief, who referred the 
same to the adyjutant-general for nis opinion. 
That the adjutant-gencral, atter mature exam- 
ination and deliberation, on the 14th day of No- 
vember, 1808, reported to the comaander in 
chief, that in his opinion the acquittal of captain 
Ferriy ofall the charges exhibived against him 
by major Ward, beiore the said court of inquiry, 
(excepting the 9th, 10th, and Lth,) was fully 
warranted by the testimony, and that the evi- 
dence produced to the said court m support of 
the said 9th, luth, and Lith, charges, was insuf- 
ficient to sustain them: and that therefore, as 
well as by reason of the respectable standing of 
captain Terris as an officer, proven by unques- 
tionuble evidence, he ought to be exonerated 
from all the said charges. ‘Phat the proceed- 
ings of the said court of inquiry, together with 
the adjutant-general’s report thereon, were af- 
terwards placed detore the honorable the council 
of appoiutment. ‘Fhat although it does not ap- 
pear expressly, by the aforesaid statement, who 
luid the said proceedings betore the said council, 
itis fairly deducible, from their being accompa- 
nied by the adjutant-general’s report to the com- 
mander inchiet, that his excelleney must have 
placed them there. That it furUier appears, 
that the commander in chicf, at the solic:tation 
of captain Ferris, did, on the Sth October, 189, 
appoint a court-martial for the trial of captain 
Ferris on the said 9th, 10th, and 11th, charges, 
on which, it seems, he had been arrested. That 
the said couri-martial met on the 18th day of 
the said month of October, in the county of West- 
chester, tried and acquitted captain Ferris, and 
reported their procecdings to the commander 
in chief, whe, on the wsth day of the sane 
month, without approving or disapproving the 
sentence, ordered the said court-martial to re- 
assemble in the city of New-York for the par- 
pose of reviewing their said proceedings. ‘That 
the said court-martial accordingly re-assembled 
in the said city of New-York, and determined tu 
adhere to their sentence of acquittal in favor of 
captain Ferris. That the commander in chief, 
onthe 30th November, in the year last mention- 
ed, directed that captain Ferris should be dis- 
charged from his arrest, but at the same time 
ordered that he should net resume the commend 
of his company until further general orders to 

that effect. 

Your committee, under a deep impression of 
the respect which is due to the office of the ex- 
ecutive of this state, cannot forbear to declare 
their reluctance to express any opinion on the 


‘ delicate subject before them ; but constrained 








by a sense of duty, they perceive no proper way 
of avoiding it: while, therefore, they proceed 
to perform their trust with frankness and fidelits a 
they will endeavor to observe towards the com- 
mander in chief the most s¢rupulous delicaev. 
Your committee are of opimon that the insti- 
tution of a miltary emurt to inquire inte the con- 
duct of a inilitary officer, betore any specific 
complaints are exhibited against him, is not 
warranted either by the express Wror isions or 
true construction of tha militia law, apd must 
operate oppressively’and injuriously against the 
oricer, inasmuch as it nn aclegree implicates his 
reputation, and subjects ban vw the wouble and 
expense of a defence without furnishing him 
with sufficient information to enable hing to make 
the necessary preparations for that purpose. 
Your commitice are further of opinion, that 
it is not consistent with military usage or the 
principles of justice, to extubit the proceedings 
of a court of inquiry, which present specific 
charges against a militia officer founded on 
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questionable evidence, to the honorable the 
council of appointment, before the officer has 
been arrested and tried by a court-inarwial, inas- 
much as tus removal from office uader such cir- 
cumstances deprives him of the benefit of a full 
and tair trial by a court-tuartial, to which he is 
entitled by the militia law, before those charges 
can be considered as finally established against 
him, and before they can justly be acted upon 
by any tribunabto which he is finally responsible.
